LONDON, Dec. 19 (UP).—The

LONDON, Dec. 19.—The Labor

A thorn in the side of the Hoover gang 
in the U. S. remains the significance of the 
Gallop Poll showing where the sympathy of 
the overwhelming majority of Americans 
would be in the event of a fascist attack on 
the Soviet Union. 

It is in this light one should read the Re- 
publican Tory Herald Tribune’s editorial en- 
titled: “Hitler and the Ukraine.” 

The Gallup Poll revealed that 83 per 
cent of the American people would desire 
a Soviet victory in the event of fascist ag- 
gression. . . 

So the Herald Tribune strikes a friendly 
chord in dealing with Nazi propaganda 
against the Ukraine. This Wall Street Re- 
publican weathervane would direct the atten- 


tion of the American people away from Hit- 


ler’s penetration in Latin America. It would 
strive to distract public vigilance in this coun- 


try away from fascist encirclement by way 


of the Pacific as well as to the South. 
Emboldened by the “appeasement” of 
Munich, Hitler, while threatening democracy 


everywhere and aiming his war moves and 


preparations against American, British and 
French interests, also casts a covetous eye on 
the Ukraine. 

In fact he is now utilizing his Czecho- 
slovakian gains to make the Ruthenian sec- 
tion of Czech territory a sort of jumping-off 
place for war propaganda against Ukrainian 
territory. And this phase of the “eastward 


drive” is leveled at Poland, Rumania, Hun- 


gary and the Soviet Union. 

Hitler relies on rumors, trial baloons, and 
all sorts of insidious propaganda against So- 
viet Ukraine, because he dare not risk a 
frontal demand against the mighty U.S. S. R.

the report of the Advisory Council on Social 
Security is apparently a compromise of vary- 
ing views. Nevertheless, one vital fact stands 
out in every section of the report: social sec- 
urity is today recognized as a living principle 
of the American way of life. Even the Re- 
publican leaders can no longer openly oppose 
thjs principle in the face of the overwhelming 
sentiment of almost the entire population. 
What a far cry from the days when William 
Green, himself, denounced social security at 


the Vancouver Convention in the early 308 
as “Communistic,” warning in solemn tones 

, that it would “rob the workers of their dig- 
nity.” 


The Council’s report is highly significant 
since it not only re-affirms the principle laid 
down in the New Deal Social Security Act of 


1935 but actually broadens this principle, 
proclaiming the right of all the needy to se- 


curity. This broad horizon formed the basis 


for the Workers Unemployment and Social 


Insurance Bill drafted by the Communist 


Party many years ago. Naturally, we are 
delighted at its general acceptance—at least 


in principle—today. 


The proposals of the Advisory Council for 
improving the old-age insurance provisions of 
the Social Security Act come in the midst of 
a surging pension movement, which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt himself has taken note of in 
his speeches. While the popular proposals, 
such as for $200 a month, are based on false 


premises, they reflect the healthy under-

standing on the part of millions, that a coun- 
try as rich as ours should be able to 


genuine comfort for all. Placed against 


background, the proposals of the Advisory 
Council, while most welcome, indeed, fall far 
short of meeting the needs of the day. When 
eyen a reactionary Republican like Senator 
Lodge suggests $60 a month, certainly the 
people can be satisfied with no less than that 
amount, 


The Republican Party is now busy trying 
to take credit for the Council’s report. But 
the people have better memories than the 
G. O. P. chieftains credit them with. They 
haven't forgotten how the Hoover adminis- 
tration for three long years fought against 
social security with cries of “socialism” and 
pleas for “rugged individualism.” When 
Senator Vandenberg claims that the report 
vindicates him, the people do not fail to note 
that he opposes the Counecil's proposal to 
broaden the coverage of the Act. 


After further study, we intend to discuss 
in detail various phases of the Council’s re- 
port, such as taxation, the reserve fund, etc. 
This report should become the subject of dis- 
cussion by the people everywhere, through 
the unions, youth organizations and the pen- 
sion movement, by agricultural and domestic 
workers, seamen and the “self - employed.” 
From this discussion should come an elabora- 
tion and improvement of the Council’s propo- 
sals to make them meet the actual situation 
of today. Above all, there must come that 
practical cooperation of all these people’s or- 
ganizations so that their program will be 
placed before the coming session of Congress 
with the unity of strength and purpose neces- 
sary to defeat the Tory opposition.
